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REMARKS 

INTRODUCTION 

In accordance with the foregoing claims 2-3 and 5-23 have been amended, and claims 1 
and 4 have been canceled, without prejudice or disclaimer. 

Claims 2-3 and 5-23 are pending and under consideration. 

DOUBLE PATENTING REJECTIONS 

Claims 1-7 and 12-16 stand rejected under 35 USC 101 as claiming the same invention 
as claims 1-7 and 11-15 of U.S. Patent No. 6,585,420. Similarly, claims 8-11 and 17-23 stand 
rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being 
obvious over claims 8-10 and 23-25 of U.S. Patent No. 6,585,420. 

In view of the above amendments and the concurrently filed Terminal Disclaimer, it is 
respectfully submitted that the outstanding rejections are now moot. 

Claims 8 and 1 1 have been amended to include the features of canceled claims 1 and 4, 
and have been amended into independent form. Similarly, claims 17 and 23 have been 
amended to replace the language in their respective preambles, referencing canceled 
independent claim 1 , with features of canceled independent claim 1 , in independent form. 

Therefore, in view of at least the above, it is respectfully requested that this rejection be 
withdrawn and the pending claims be allowed. 

CONCLUSION 

There being no further outstanding objections or rejections, it is submitted that the 
application is in condition for allowance.
